secure beyond the possibility of dan- 
ger. 
As frequently expressed, it was 


the fear of just such possibilities and 
the memory of past municipal under- 
takings of the kind that made The 
Sun preach caution in the making of 
estimates, and it may yet be that all 
concerned will regret the

of International Law When Stopped 
By U-Boat, Says Note to U.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Germany in a note presented to Secretary 


Lansing'by Count von Bernstorff today warns neutral governments that 
merchant ships flying neutral flags must obey the provisions of inter- 
national law in regard to their conduct \yhen stopped by a German sub- 
marine and %that they incur danger should they turn their ships in the 
direction of a submarine.

Wilson Reviews His Course—Kept 


Awake Nights Trying to Keep 
U.S. at Peace With World 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—President 


Wilson last night made public a frank 
and Intimate review of his three years 
in the white, house and his Impres- 
sions of foreign and domestic problems, 
delivered confidentially "before Wash- 
ington correspondents gathered at the 
National Press club. 


He spoke of 
the difficulties of the 


presidency, and particularly of the mo- 
tives, which'have guided his handling 
of the European.situation. 


Impressions of'public men as a class 


Were given frankly by the president. 
He also discussed the relations of the 
newspapers to the affairs of the na- 
tion and sounded a warning that false 
information about foreign affairs was 
•rnore.than likely to lead to'trouble, 


The president's speech as originally 


delivered .was read by him carefully 
Tieforc-it was made public, but no im- 
portant portions were eliminated and 
the wording: was not changed substan- 
tially. 


Following is the speech, in part: 


•Forecast""VVhs .Verified 
- . 


"I am both glad and sorry to be 


here. Glad because I am always hap- 
py to be with you, and know and like 


f so; many -of you,- and sorry because I 


hai;e ,to make a speech. 
One of the 


leaning", faults of you gentlemen.of the 
press is.your inordinate desire to hear 
other men talk, to draw them out on 
all occasions,'whether they wish to be 
drawn out or not. 
• 
"I was thinking as I was looking 


forward to coming here this evening 
of that other occasion when I stood 
very, nearly at the threshold of the 
duties.'that I have since been called 
upon to perform, and I was going over 
i my mhid the impressions that I 
then 'had. by way of forecast of the 
duties of president, 
and 
comparing 


them -with the experiences that have 
followed, I must say that the forecast 
has been very largely verified and that 
.the impressions I had then have been 
deepened "rather than weakened. 


"You may recall that I said then 
that I felt constantly a personal de- 
tachment from the presidency; that 
one; thing that I resented, when I was 
not performing the duties of the of- 
fice; 'was being reminded that I was 
the president of the "United States. 


"Would Wear Fnlac "WhlBkcrs 


"I felt toward It as a man feels 


toward a great function 
which, in 


working hours, he is obliged to per- 
form, but which, out of working hours. 
he Is- glad to get away from and al- 
most forget and resume the quiet 


course of his own thoughts. If I want 
to know how many people live in a 
small town all I have to do Is to go 
there and they at once line up to be 
counted. 


"Sometimes, when I am most beset, 


I seriously think of renting a pair of 
whiskers or of doing something else 
that will furnish me" with an adequate 
disguise, .because I am sorry to find 
that the cut of my jib is unmistakable 
and that 1 must sail under false colors 
if I am going to sail incognito. 


"Yet, as I have matched my expe- 


riences -with my anticipations, I, of 
course have been aware that I was 
taken by surprise because of the prom- 
inence of many things to which I had 
not looked forward. 


Strain of World Pnnslon 
."When we are dealing with domestic 
affairs, gentlemen, we are dealing with 
things that to MS, as Americans, are 
more or less calculable. 


"But when the fortunes of your own 


country are, so to say, subject to the 
incalculable winds of passion that are 
blowing through other parts of the 
world, then the strain is of a singular 
and unprecedented kind, because you 
do not know by what turn of the wheel 
of fortune the control of things is go- 
ing to bo. taken out of your hands; It 
makes no difference bow the passion 
of the nation lies, that passion may be 
30 .overborne by the rush of fortune in 
circumstances like those which now 
exist, that you feel the sort of—I had 
almost said resentment—that .a man 
feels when his own affairs 
are not 


within his own hands. 


"You can imagine the strain upon 


the feeling of any man who Is trying 
to interpret the spirit of his country 
when 'he feels that that spirit cannot 
have its own way beyond a certain 
point.. And one of the greatest points 
of strain upon me, if I may be per- 
mitted to point it out, was this: 


America's IiOvc for Pence 


"There arc two reasons why the chief 


wish of Americans is for peace. 
One 


is that they loye peace and have noth- 
ing to do ivlth the present quarrel; and 
the other Is that they believe the pres- 
ent quarrel has-carried those engaged 
in It so far that they cannot be held 
to ordinary standards of responsibility 
and that, therefore, as some men have 
expressed it to me, since the rest of 
the world is mad, why should we not 
simply refuse to have anything to do 
with the rest of the world in the or- 
dinary channels of action? 
Why not

"Knowing; that from both these two 


points of view tho passion of America 
was for pea^c, r was, nevertheless 
aware that America is one of the na- 
tions of the world, not only, but one 
of the chief nations of the world—a 
nation that grows more and more pow- 
erful almost in spite of herself; that 
grows morally more and more influen- 
tial even when she is not aware of it; 
and that if she is to' play the part 
which she most covets it is necessary 
that sho should act more or less from 
the point of view from the rest of the 
world. 


"If I cannot retain my moral influ- 


ence over a man except by occasionally 
knocking him down, if that is the only 
hasis upon which he will respect nw. 
then for the sake of his soul I have 
yot occasionally to knock him down." 
Choosing the Time to Act 


"You know how M-e have read In— 


isn't it in Ralph Connor's stories of 
western life in Canada?—That all his 
sky pilots are ready for >a fracas at 
any time, and how the ultimate salva- 
tion of souls of their parishioners de- 
pends upon their using their fists oc- 
casionally, 


"If a man will not listen to you qui- 


etly in a neat, sit on his neck and make 
him listen; Just as 1 have have always 
maintained, particularly ir\ 
view 
of 


certain experiences of mine, that the 
shortest road to a boy's moral sense 
is through his cuticle. 


"So I say that I have been 
aware 


that, in order to do the very thing 
that we are proudest of the ability to 
do, there might come a- time when we 
would have to do it in a way that we 
would prefer not to do it, and the great 
burden on my spirits, gentlemen, has 
been that it has been up to me to 
choose when that time came. 


"Can you imagine a thing more cal- 


culated to keep a man awake at nights 
than that? 
Because, just because I 


did not feel that I was the whole thing 
and was aware that my duty was a 
duty of interpretation, how could I be 
sure that I had the right elements of 
Information by which 
to 
interpret 
truly?" 
Thought May Be Bandits 


"Now, that is where the experience 
that I forecast has differed from the 
experience that I have had. In domes- 
tic matters I think I can In most cases 
come pretty near a guess where the 
thought of America Is going, but in 
foreign affairs the chief 
element 
Is 


where action is going on in 
other 


quarters of the world and not where 
thought is going in the United States. 


"Therefore. I have several times tak- 


en the liberty of urging upon you gen- 
tlemen not yourselves to know more 
than the state department knows obout 
foreign affairs. Some of 
you 
have 


shown a singular range of omniscience, 
and certain things have been reported, 
as understood in administrative 
cir- 
cles, which I have not heard of until 1 
read the newspapers. 


"I am constantly taken by surprise 


in regard to decisions which are said 
to be my own, and this gives me an 
uncomfortable feeling that some provi- 
dence is at work with which 1 have 
had no commum'catioon at all. 


"Now, that is pretty dangerous, gen- 
temen, because it happens that 
re- 


marks start fires. There is tinder ly- 
ing everywhere, not only on the other 
side of .the water, but on this side of the 
water, and a man that spreaks sparks 
may be responsible for something a 
reat deal worse than burning a town 


on the Mexican border. 


"Thoughts may be bandits. Thoughts 
may be raiders. Thoughts may be in- 
vaders. Thoughts may be disturbers 
of international peace, and when you 
reflect upon the importance 
of 
this 


country keeping out of the 
present 


war, you will know what tremendous 
elements we are all dealing with. 
All in the Same Boat 


"We are all in the 
same 
boat. If 


sometlody does not keep the processes 
f peace going, if somebody does not 
keep their passions disengaged, by 
what impartial judgment and sugges- 
tion is the world to be aided to a so- 
lution, when the whole thing is over? 
If you are in a conference in which 
you know nobody is disinterested, how 
are you going to make a plan? I tell 
you this,' gentlemen, the only thing 
that saves the world Is tho little hand- 
ful of disinterested men that are in it. 


"Now. I have found a few disin- 


terested men. I wish I had 
found 


nore. I can name two or three men 
xvith whom I have conferred again and 
again and again, and I 
have 
never 


caught them by an inadvertance think- 
ing about themselves, for their inter- 
ests, and I tic to those men as you 


•otild tie to an anchor. 
"Men who have no axes to grind! 


Men who love America so that they 
vould give their lives for it and never

serve! Those are the men, and na- 
tions, like those men. arc the nations 
that are going to serve the world and 
save it.

A cable from Berlin, via Amsterdam, 


tells of an incident of the war which 
has not been touched on in the regular 
despatches.

PENSIONS FOR CLERGY—COM- 
MITTEES WILL RAISE $5,000,000 


BOSTON, May 17.—In a telegram 


from New York to the Boston Globe, 
Bishop Lawrence announces the re- 
ceipt of pledges for 
S-,500,000—one- 


half of the $5,000,000 which must be in 
hand as a reserve fund to start the 
plan to pension the retiring clergy of 
the Protestant Episcopal church. 


"The campaign to raise this money 


constitutes the largest single enter- 
prise ever undertaken by the Episcopal 
church," he-says. "It 
was 
formally 


started on March 1, and will continue 
for one year. It is expected that on 
March 1, 1017, the full reserve fund 
will have been subscribed 
and 
the 


scheme will then bo put Into 
effect. 
Some 712 clergymen will then he eligi- 
ble for Immediate retirement. 


"The plan contemplates that each of 


the 5SOO clergy in the church will be 
eligible for retirement at 68 years of 
age upon a minimum annuity of 5600 a 
year. The actual amount will be as- 
certained by multiplying the numbar 
of years of service by Hi per cent of 
the average annual salary received.

Wilson Reviews His Course—Kept 


Awake Nights Trying to Keep 
U.S. at Peace With World 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—President 


•Wilson last night made public a frank 
and intimate review of his three years 
in the white house and his impres- 
sions of foreign and domestic problems, 
delivered confidentially before Yv'ash^ 
ington 'correspondents gathered at the 
National Press club. 


He spoke of 
the dlfliculties of the 


presidency, and particularly of the mo- 
tives, which have guided his handling 
ot the European situation. 


'Impressions of public men as a class 


were given frankly by the president. 
3ie also discussed the relations of the 
newspapers to the affairs of the na- 
tion and sounded a warning that false 
information about foreign affairs was 
more, than,.likely to lead to trouble. 


The. president's speech as originally 


delivered was read by him carefully 
before !t was made public, but no im- 
portant portions were eliminated and 
the wording was not changed substan- 
tially. 
Following is the speech, in part: 


Forecast Wns Verified 


"I am both glad and sorry to be 


here. Glad because I am always hap- 
py to be with you, and know and like 
so many of you, and sorry because I 
have to make a speech. 
One of the 


leading faults of you gentlemen of the 
press is your Inordinate desire to hear 
other' men talk, to draw them out on 
all occasions, whether they wish to be 
drawn out or not. 


"I was thinking as I was looking 


forward to coming here this evening 
of that other occasion when I. stood 
very nearly at the threshold of the 
duties that I have since been called 
upon to perform, and I was going over 
I 'rny 
mind: the 
impressions that I 


then had by way of forecast of the 
duties of president, 
and 
comparing 


them1 with the experiences that have 
followed, I must say that the forecast 


. has been very largely verified and that 


the impressions I had then have been 
deepened rather than weakened. 


"You'may recall that I said then 


that I-felt constantly a personal de- 
tachment from the presidency; that 
one thing that I resented, when I was 
not' performing the duties of the of- 
fice, was being reminded that I was 
the president of the United States.

"I felt toward it as a man feels 


toward a great function which, in 
working hours, he is obliged to per 
form, but which, out of working hours, 
he Is glad to get away from and al- 
most forget and resume the quiet 


course of his own thoughts. 
If I want 


to know how many people live in a 
small town all I have to do is to go 
there and they at once line up to bo 
counted. 


'Sometimes, when I am most beset, 


I seriously think of rentlng-a pair of 
whiskers or of doing something elsu 
that will furnish me with an adequate 
disguise, because I am sorry to find 
that the cut of my jib is unmistakable 
and that I must sail under false colors 
If I am going to sail incognito. 


"Yet, as I have matched my expe- 


riences with my anticipations, I, of 
course have been aware that I was 
taken by surprise because of the prom- 
inence of many things to which I had 
not looked forward. 
Strain of World Passion 


'When we are dealing with domestic 


affairs, gentlemen, we are dealing with 
things that to us, as Americans, are 
more or less calculable. 


'But when the fortunes of your own 


country are, so to say, subject to the 
incalculable winds of passion that are 
blowing through other parts of 
the 


world, then the strain is of a singular 
and unprecedented kind, because you 
do not know by what turn of the \vhee! 
of fortune the control of things is go- 
ing to bo taken out of your hands; it 
makes no difference how the passion 
of the nation lies, that passion may be 
so overborne by the rush of fortune in 
circumstances like those which now 
exist, that you feel the sort of—I had 
almost said resentment—that a 
man 


feels when his own 
affairs 
are not 


within his own hands. 


"You can imagine the strain upon 


the feeling of any man who Is trying 
to interpret the spirit of his countrj 
when he feels that that spirit canno 
have its own way beyond a certain 
point. And one of the greatest points 
of strain upon me, if I may be per 
milled to point it out, was this: 
America's Love for Tcace 


"There are two reasons Why the chie 


wish of Americans is for peace. 
One 


is that they love peace and have noth 
ing to do with the present quarrel; am 
the other Is that they believe the pres 
ent quarrel has carried those engagci 
in it so far that they cannot be hcli 
to ordinary standards ot rcsponsibiliti 
and that, therefore, as some men hav 
expressed it to me, since the rest o 
the world is mad, why should we no 
simply refuse to have anything to d 
with the rest of the world in the or 
dinary channels of action?
